the 400 undergraduate students 
of Washington University, will appear 
before the varsity alumni associa- 
tion at its annual business meeting 
at the Mercantile Club tonight and 
ask the. association's aid in obtain- 
ing the readmission to the university 
of J. Allan Stevens, expelled for writ- 
ing an editorial in Studént Life de- 
scribing the faculty as a “bunch of 
asses.” 

The students’ committee will ask the 
alumni not to. request them. to resume 
college activities without .a. definite 
promise from the faculty as to what it 
will do in return. The students think 
it will injure their chances in the fight 
with the faculty if they are put in the 
position of rejecting the advice of the 
alumni. 

The students have now agreed not to 
enter the varsity gymnasium even to 
exercise. This determination followed an 
effort on the part ef the athletic instruc 
tor to arrange a series of class basket 
ball games. The students are deter- 
mined there will be no athletics at the 
institution at all. 

E. W. Gallenkamp, who wes graduated 
last June and is now an instructor in 
chemistry, called a meeting of five sen- 
jors in his room on ‘the’ university 
grounds last night and suggested that a 
committee of five students and five 
faculty members mect to settle existing 
differences, the students meanwhile to 
call off their “‘strike.”’ This propos!i- 
tion was rejected by the students. 

Would End All Activities. 


Regardless of what advice they may 
receive from the alumni, the under- 
graduate students say they are go- 
ing to abstain from “all student act- 
ivities from now until June” unless 
the faculty changes its system. 

That means they will make Wash- 
ington University the only large 
school in the country absolutely with- 
out a football, baseball or basket ball 
team, a glee club or mandolin club, a 
club to give dances for the “eds” and 
“co-eds,” a debating society or any 
other kind of student organization 
except the regular class formations. 

The students say they will make the 
university a joke among other uni- 
versities of the country as a rebuke 
to the faculty for its attitude toward 
athletics and its strictness in dealing 
with students who desired to promote 
the athletic glory of the Pikeway in- 
stitution. 

Chancellor Not Worrted. 


Acting Chancellor Snow does not seem 


to be disturbed by the threats ‘and hos- 
tility of the students. 

“We will not compel the students to 
activities in any line except 
their studies,” he told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. ‘“‘Personally, I have not been 
chancellor long enough to know thor- 
oughly what all the student activities 
are. I know there is not much going on 
now here, however, except study.” 

It is announced that the monthly 
dance of the Lock and Chain Club to 
be given Friday night has been ‘called 
off, in aceordance with the program of 
the indignant students. 

Some of the students say that if they 
carry out their prograin of non-activity 
in anything but studies from now unti! 
June, the enrollment in the freshmen 
class next year will not be one-tenth of 
what it was this vear. 

Never before in the history of Amer! 
can colleges, it is said, has tbe entire 
student body taken such action as in 
this case. It all grew out of restrictions 
on students who 
would be athletes. It. began curing the 
chancellorship of W. 8. Shastin during 
the last two years. i. started with th: 
adoption by the faculty of the ‘con. 
ference rules’’ governing footba!l and 
athletics. 

These rules are designed for the larger 
colleges and make freshmen ineligible 
to play on the football team. The 
students think this hurt the athletic 
chances of the school by restricting the 
available material.

RED AND BLUE IN KANSAS CITY. 

Wherever the instruments of law and justice 
are largely employed in prosecuting minor of- 
fenders we may look confidently ‘for increasing 
boldness on the part of the really wicked and des- 
perate. | | | 
--In all ages we find these phenomena—that laws 
bearing on the habits, tastes, diversions or lesser 
morals of the people are ignored, or, if enforced 
for a season, are accompanied by an alarming 
increase in major crimes and political violence. 
The law has its limitations. It cannot devote 
{ts attention wholly to trifles' and be of much 
service in the presence of genuine crime and se- 
dition. ; 

Addressing his peculiar grand jury the other 
day, Judge Wallace of Kansas City said: 
‘There never was a time in the bistory of the coun- 
ty when there was so mucly crime and so much dis- 
regard and defiance of the law. Whgn men cease to 
Have fear or respect for thé law, then the criminals 
muitiply and a wave of crime sweeps over the com- 
Munity like we have in Kansas City today. Crime is 
On the increase; human life and property are not 
safe. The spirit of lawlessness is abroad. On my 
docket 1 have 15 murder cases to try. I repeat my 
former statement that the docket of this court should 
be written in red ink, the symbol ef blood. 

This is a solemn arraignment of conditions in 
Kansas City, where for some weeks past, on the 
authority of Judge Wallace himself, the machin- 
ery of justice has been employed chiefly in the 
enforcement of a sectarian view of Sunday ob- 
servance. : 

A great bank blown up mysteriously and train 
robbery undertaken in the Union Station natural- 
ly attend a superhuman movement on the part of 
society to send men to jail for selling popcorn, 














The true criminal record of Kansas City should 
indeed be written in red, but the Sunday law 
persecutions should be recorded in a bright and 
beautiful blue.

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HELPING OUT THE PAVERS. 

Not to mention some other things of equal grav- 
ity, two facts in connection with the paving sit- 
uation in St. Louis stand out like a pikestaff and 
no satisfactory explanation is forthcoming. 

1. The guaranty period was reduced by the city 
from ten years to seven years and then to five 
years, without concession of any kind on the part 
of bidders and contractors. 

2. The use of granite in composition was dis- 
continued and limestone, considerably cheaper in 
cost, was substituted by permission of the city, 
without exacting a reduction in the price paid to 
contractors. 

Such excuses as have been offered for these im- 
portant changes in the city’s contracts with the 
pavers have been trifling. It has been said 
that a guaranty for five years is a better financial 
asset than one for ten years. It has been held 
that limestone, though cheaper, wears better than 
granite, the one crumbling and packing, and the, 
other, by reason of its hardness, peing likely to 
lcosen and cause breaks in the pavement. 

Yet if all these things were true they would 
not explain away the fact that the city, conferring 
advantages upon the contractors, received no 
corresponding benefit itself. It certainly costs less 
to guarantee a pavement for five years than it does 
for ten years. The fact that limestone is cheaper 
than granite is admitted: on all sides. If lime- 
stone is preferable to granite, why should the city 
pay granite prices for it? 

There is nothing in these considerations that 
is hidden or mysterious. They are on the surface 
and obvious. The only inexplicable phase of the 
matter is the complacency of the city’s represen- 
tatives, their failure to observe the commonest 
rules of business prudence and their strange lib- 
erality in dispensing public funds. 
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“REORGANIZING” A BAD EGG. 

With two members of the House.of Delegates 
under indictment, with one of its officers a fugi- 
tive, with at least one of its members on the point 
of making a full confession to the grand jury and 
with eight or ten others who expect indictment 
any day, no one need marvel at the talk of re-

Driver Says Passenger Was So 
Drunk He Could Not 
Give Address. 





Four men are held by the police pend- 
ing an investigation into the death of 
(i narles MeKenna of 216 South Eighth 
street, a bartender found dying in a cab 
at Gordon's Livery Stable, 2320 Chestnut 
etreet, at 2:30 a. m. Thursday. The man 
died on the way to the City Dispensary. 

Those under arrest are Fred Gross of 
9724 Franklin avenue, Wililam Madson of 
2145 Walnut street, Sidney Connor of 
°631 Lawton avenue and Augustus Brown 
of 711 North Twentieth street. 

Madson, Connor and Brown are ne- 
groes, and Gross, with McKenna, was 
employed as a bartender at the saloon 
of Wdward Kuehne at M1 North Jeffer- 
son avenue. . 

Madson is the driver in whose cab Mc- 
Kenna was drived from the saleon after 
the three other men had placed him in 
the vehicle. 

Driver Notifies Policeman. 

At 2:30 a. m. Madson ran up to Patrol- 
man Wand, who was standing at Jeffer- 
son avenue and Chestnut, and told him 
that a man was ill in a cab at the Gor- 
don stable, half a block away. Wan? 
found McKenna writhing on the floor of 
the cab, apparently in great pain and 
unable to speak. 

Without waiting te call an ambulance 
Wand jumped in the cab and ordered 
Madson to drive to the City Dispensary. 
There Dr. Halli found that McKenna was 


dead. In his pockets were $20.30. 

Patrolman Kemming took the bedy to 
the Morgue and Wand called the Man- 
chester station over the police telephone 
and reported to Sergt. Phillips. The ar- 
rests were made by Patrolmen Gentley 
and Davidson. 

At the station Gross said that there 
had been no foul play and that MeKen- 
nas death must have been due to ex- 
cessive drinking. 

Had Fallen Off “Water Wagon.” 

According to his statement. Gross 
“swore off Jan. 1 and had not taken 
a drink since then until Wednesday 
afternoon. He reported at the saloon 
for duty at 2 p. m. and announced that 
he was “off the water wagon.”’ 

All afternoon and evéning, according 
ie Gross, McKenna drank a mixture ef 
whisky and Fernet bitters. 

“At 12:30 a. m.,”’ said Gross, “MeKen- 
na became very ill.

YEAR’S FAILURES NOT IN 
LARGE EXCESS OF FORMER 
PERIODS, DESPITE PANIC 


Banks and Financial . Institutions 
Heaviest Losers, Annual 
Report Says. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 9$.—Banks and 
financial institutions were the heaviest 
sufferers in the financial flurry of 1997, 


according to the annual “report of fall- 
ures” issued teday by R. G. Dun €& 
Co. 

Altogether there were 11,;5 failures 
in the United States, for $197,385.22 
during the year, compared to 10,682 fail- 
ures for $119,201.515 In 199%. But the 
figures compare favorably with the ma- 
ority of former years. Both the num- 
“eon and ameunt of fallures were smaller 
in 1907 than in preceding years of finan- 
cial stress such as 1906, 1893, 1884 and 
S78. 

Among banking institutions there were 
122 failures, involving $233,325,972, as 
against 58 failures for $18,805,380 in 1906. 
It is pointed out, hewever, that many 
of the institutions have since resumed 
business. “ 

Manufacturing 1907 num- 
bered . iInvorving $106,640,444, as 
against 249 failures for $45,675,362 in 
1906. Trading failures numbered 19 
for 08,698,148, against the ..U6 recerd
